FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department is in good condition, well-disciplined, 
and efficient. 

In accordance with the vote of the town passed at the last 
annual meeting, a chemical fire engine has been purchased 
for the Longwood district, and takes the place of the hose 
company formerly stationed there. For further particulars 
‘reference is made to the report of the Engineers. 

For the maintenance of the department, watering three 
districts now watered by the teams of the department, and 
the board of the police horses as usual, an appropriation of 
- $9,300 is recommended. 


POLICE. 


The ‘‘ three-relief” system has been carried into etfect 
with satisfactory results. One officer has been detailed to 
attend the police court, who during one-half, at least, of each 
day will be at liberty for such duty as the Chief of Police may 
assign to him. It is believed that the fees for service of 
warrants and attendance on the court will be sufficient to pay 
this officer. It is recommended that these fees be added to 
the police appropriation. The board is of opinion that the 
appropriation for this department for the ensuing year should 
be $20,000. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings are all in good condition. For the 
ensuing year no considerable repairs will be necessary. An 
appropriation of $1,500 is recommended. 


PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


The public grounds are in good condition except the play- 
ground on Brookline avenue, but the contemplated Muddy 
river improvement seems to make it undesirable to recom-— 
‘mend any plan for its improvement. ‘The playground on 
Cypress street needs a new fence, for which an appropriation 
of $500 is recommended. 


SEWERS. 


"The sewers constructed since the last report are as follows : 

One in High street from Walnut street to a point opposite 

the estate of Dr. A. Shurtleff. Length 562.12 ft., 12-inch 
pipe, with 3 man-holes. Cost, $1,680.39. 

Irving street, 3 man-holes put in for the better ventilation 
of the sewer in that street. Cost, $143.00. 

Pearl street, 159 ft., 8-inch pipe and one man-hole. -Cost, 
$280.75. . ; 
This last sewer was put in to afford drainage to estates 
lying south of the sewer known as the sewer in the village, 
which had rights of drainage into that sewer. Settlements 
have been made with all the persons draining into the sewer 
in the village, and the drains formerly connecting there- 
with have all been removed. 

The cost of this work has been charged to the special 
appropriation made for this purpose. .See the Treasurer’s 
report. f 

Early in the season petitions were received for sewers in 
various streets of the town. The action of the board there-_ 
on was reported to the town at the meeting held in June last, 
and at that meeting referred to the next annual town meeting. 
Of the necessity of a part, if not all, of these sewers there 
van be no doubt, and it is to be hoped the town will authorize 
their construction. 


STREET LIGHTS 


During the past year the streets of the town have been 
lighted in part by gas supplied by the Brookline Gas Light 
‘Co., and in part by kerosene, burned in lamps with the 
Ritchie reflectors, furnished by Messrs. Ritchie & Sons. 

The lamps have been lighted all night and every night, 
excepting five nights in each lunar month at the time of the 
fullmoon. ‘There are now in use throughout the town, 415 
gas lamps and 92 kerosene. 

Since the last report twenty-one additional laps have been 
lighted, viz: On St. Mary street, three kerosene lights, and 
on Essex street, two kerosene lights; on St. Paul strect, 
three gas lights and one kerosene; on Green street, one 
eas light; on Sewall avenue, one gas light; on Vernon 
street, one gas light; Auburn street, one; on Gardner road, 
six gas lights; on Warren street, two kerosene lights ; also, 
one light on Tappan street, opposite Gardner road, has been 
changed from kerosene to gas. 

A petition has been receiyed for lights on Toxteth street. 
The posts are on hand, and will be erected as soon as the 
ground admits. 

The increase in the number of lights will require a larger 
appropriation for the coming year. 

Other petitions have been received for additional lamps in 
different localities, and the board would ask for an appro- 
priation of $750 for the purpose of erecting lamp posts and 
lighting the same, in such locations as may be deemed 
important. 

The contract with the Gas Company for gas from May 1, 
1882, to May 1, 1883, was $2.25 per thousand feet ; and with 
Messrs. Ritchie & Sons, for kerosene, at 714 cents per night, 
for each lamp.

TOWN STABLE. 
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TOWN HALL. 


The board elected Willard Y. Gross janitor and special 
police officer for the Town Hall. The exterior of the Town 
Hall has been thoroughly repaired the past season at a cost 
of about $1,900, by pointing the stone work with cement, 
putting on new copper gutters in place of galvanized iron re- 
moved, and painting the tin roof with elastic paint. There 


has been a tubular boiler put in, in place of an old one re- 


moved, at a cost of about $500, and some other small changes 
have been made. 

The sum of $2,500 is recommended for the care and inte- 
rior expenses for the ensuing year.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The contract for furnishing coal for the town buildings 
was awarded to Shepard Robbins & Son, at $6.16 per ton. 

The Selectmen have laid out Sewall avenue, Gardner 
road, and Vernon streets, as town ways, and the same 
having been accepted by the town, have been constructed. 
Edge Hill road, accepted by the town at the last annual town 
meeting, has also been constructed. 3 

The contract for constructing Allendale road was awar vded 
to Thomas Feely, of Boston, the lowest bidder therefor. 
The road is nearly finished, and it will be completed early in 
the spring. It will be necessary to appropriate $2,000 to 
complete the road, in addition to the unexpended balance. 
. The Selectmen granted a location of telegraph poles in 
Washington and School streets, and Aspinwall avenue. A 
bill in equity to restrain the board from granting the location 
was brought in the Supreme Judicial court, and a hearing has 
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been had upon it by the court, but no decision has yet been 
given. 

The application for the location of the Inland Railroad 
Company was rejected by this board, and afterwards by the 
Railroad Commissioners, upon appeal to them. | 

The bond of the Town Treasurer was fixed at $50,000 for 
the ensuing year. ; 

Full information respectmg the suits against the town will . 
be found in the report of the attorneys of the town, Messrs. 
M.& C. A. Williams, hereto appended: ‘The suit of Alfred 
Kenrick, jr., against the town, was discontinued by him.

ORGANIZATION. 


The force is now organized in three divisions of five men 
each, with a sergeant for each division. The first division go 
on patrol duty at 7.45 a. M., and are relieved by the second 
division at 5.45 p.m. This division is relieved by the third 
division at 12.45 a. Mm. Relief posts are established well out 
on each police route. By this system the most thickly in- 
habited parts of the town are covered the whole twenty-four 
hours of the day. 


CRIMES AND MISDEMEANORS. 


Of the crime of drunkenness the showing is better than 
last year. While the total number of arrests for all offences 
has been seventy-two more than last year, the number for 
drunkenness is seventeen less than last year. Of the arrests 
for drunkenness last year seventy-seven were residents of the 
town, while this year sixty-seven only are residents. Nine 
persons have been prosecuted for violation of the license 
law, and about four hundred and thirty gallons of various 
kinds of liquors have been seized, condemned, and disposed 
of according to law. Fines and costs have been paid by per- 
sons convicted, to the amount of about three hundred dollars. 

Eleven dwelling-houses have been broken into for the 
purpose of larceny, but small amounts of property were 
taken, except from one house on Harvard street, October 
30, where property was stolen valued at about four hundred 
dollars, all of which has been recovered, and the parties who 
committed the crime are in custody.

Nine persons are in custody either serving sentences or held 
for trial, for breaking and entering buildings and larceny 
therefrom the past year. And in nearly all of these cases the 
guilty parties have been arrested, and a large portion of the 
stolen property recovered. 


THe TELEPHONE. 


The telephone has been of great value the past year in 


this department, and its use is daily increasing. We are 


connected by the Suburban Telephone Co.’s lines over a 
circuit of twenty miles, with all police headquarters within 
this circuit. 


THe Mounrep SERVICE. 


We have now in service two excellent and well-equipped 
saddle horses, and the value and necessity of a mounted 
service has never been better demonstrated than in the year 
past. This service is not only valuable in regulating driving 
on the public streets and in capturing runaway teams, but is 
particularly valuable when an alarm of fire is given, the 
mounted officer easily reaching the location of the fire in a 
few minutes in any part of the town, and is enabled to render 
prompt assistance. — 


Should the town conclude to build a building near this 
station, as recommended by the water commissioners, I hope 
arrangements may be made for keeping the police horses 
therein. The great advantage of having our horses where 
we can get at them quickly, day or night, is obvious, and will 


be readily seen. 


The conduct, discipline, and efficiency of the officers of 
this department, with a few exceptions, has been excellent. 
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In CONCLUSION. 


I think we may congratulate ourselves on the results of 
the past year. We have an established Police Court, well 
equipped and admirably arranged, entirely separate from 
and relieving the police department of much trouble and 
annoyance, giving us more and much-needed room for police 
purposes. We have a set of new and practical police regu- 
_ lations, and (thanks to the Police Committee) a well equipped 
police force ; a force of which the rank and file, in physique, 
and all that goes to make an efficient force, will compare 
favorably with any police force of its size in the country.’

GENTLEMEN,—I respectfully submit my seventh annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred in the 
highway department, for the year ending January 31, 1883.

One of the horses died soon after making my last report, 
and has been replaced at an expense of $200. With one 
exception, the nine horses owned by this department are in 
fair condition. 

A road machine was purchased in May last, for the sum 
of $150, which, it is thought, will materially reduce the cost. 
of repairing the streets in the southerly part of the town. 
It has already done good service in cleaning the wider side- 
walks of snow, and levelling the same in the streets.

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CARE OF SEWERS. 


The work of cleaning the village sewer was finished in 
February last; the Railroad brook was cleaned out from its 
junction with the sewer in Washington street to land of E. C. 
Emerson, and from Cypress street to land of D. H. Rogers. 

The main sewer was repaired where it crosses the Railroad 
channel in the Brookline avenue playground, and a manhole 
on the bank of the Charles river, which was destroyed by 
the ice last winter, was rebuilt. There is need of consider- 
able fillmg at the river end of the main sewer, to prevent the 
action of the tides from injuring it.

REPORT. OF THE -BOARDA a 
ENGINEERS. 





To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 

The fire department of this town consists of the same ap- 
paratus as reported last year, with the addition of a chemi- 
cal engine for Longwood. ah 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus is in good condition, with the exception of 
the steamer. The town at its annual meeting voted to pur- 
chase a chemical engine. The Engineers, with the committee 
on fire department, made a thorough investigation of the sub- 
ject, and finally awarded the contract to the Babcock manu- 
facturing company at a price of $1,400, being one thousand 
($1,000) dollars less than the town of Milton paid for the — 
same apparatus. 


Horsss. 


There are eight horses in the department at present, and — 
are used, as years before, for watering streets. The Engineers 
and selectmen last May decided to purchase two horses for 
Longwood instead of one, for the following reasons: The 
expense of a one-horse watering cart was almost as much as 
for a two-horse cart, and one horse could only do about one- 


a9 


half the district that was to be watered, consequently it was 
decided to be economy to purchase two horses. One of the 
horses purchased in 1874 has become useless for this depart- ~ 
ment, but can probably be used in the highway department 
for ayear or more. ‘The Engineers would recommend the 
purchase of one new horse.

BUILDINGS. 


The buildings and fixtures under the charge of the Engi- 
neers need some repairs, but owing to the appropriation for 
the fire department being small this year, the Engineers 
were obliged to let them remain as they were. 


HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants now number one hundred and seventy, and 
nine reservoirs, all of which are in a good condition. 


Hose. 


We have at present 3,000 feet of cotton hose in good con- 
dition, and 2,100 feet in fair condition to be used only under 
light pressure. 


TELEPHONE oR FriRE ALARM. 


The houses, as reported last year, are connected with the 
Telephone Exchange, but the Engineers think for the best 
protection of the town some method of fire alarm tele- 
graph should be established, with stations or boxes in differ- 
ent parts of the town. The Engineers would recommend 
that a committee be appointed to look into the matter and 
report at an adjoining meeting. 
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APPROPRIATION. : 


The Engineers would recommend that the following 
amount be appropriated for the current expenses of the fire 
department, watering three districts, and care of two police 
horses, viz: nine thousand three hundred dollars ($9,300). 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing we only have to say that our efforts during the 
year have been as heretofore directed toward the most com- 
plete efficiency in the department, and for the best interests 
of the town. We have been more highly favored than many 
of the adjacent towns, so far as regards serious conflagra- 
tions. Should any such occur we feel confident that our 
department, small though it is, will nevertheless do its whole 
duty, and in a manner creditable to itself and for the welfare ~ 
of the town.

ConTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


There have been reported during the year ending December 
31, 1882, twelve cases of scarlet fever, seven cases of diph- 
theria, and four of typhoid fever, occurring as follows:

It will be observed that there was a slight increase in the 
number of cases of scarlet fever over that of 1881, but a 
very marked diminution of diphtheria. 

Too great care cannot be taken in reporting cases to the 
board as soon as they occur, so that measures may be taken 
to prevent children from attending school from the infected 
houses, until a sufficient time shall have elapsed to avoid the 
danger of infection. With this end in view, the board 
some years ago established four weeks as the minimum time 
for children to be kept from school. In some instances this 
is undoubtedly not sufficiently long. 


NuMBER OF DEATHS DURING THE YEAR. 


The number of deaths within the town was one hundred and 
twenty-three, against one hundred and forty-one last year. 

One, an imported case, was from typhoid fever, one from 
diphtheria, and two each from scarlet fever and membranous 
croup. |

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- If the still-births be deducted, it reduces the number to 
one hundred and thirteen; or, in other words, a mortality of 
only about fourteen per thousand. 


ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES. 


During the year the board has issued forty-eight orders for 
the abatement of nuisances, and there have been seven pros- 
ecutions for non-compliance with the orders of the board. 
The abatement of a number of nuisances has also been pro- 
cured without issuing order for the same. As heretofore, 
numerous houses have been inspected as to their sanitary con- 
dition at the request of their owners or occupants. Much 
credit is due the police department for reporting nuisances, 
and for its assistance in executing the orders of the board. 


REMOVAL oF Housk OFFAL. 


A contract was made and executed with Francis Mealey for | 


the removal of house offal for the period of one year from 
May 1, 1282, the offal to be removed every day, except 
Sundays and legal holidays, during the months of May, June, 
July, August and September, and three times « week during 
the remainder of the year,—said Mealey to receive $250.00 
for his services. 





LICENSES. 


Twenty licenses have been granted and renewed for the 


collection of grease, bones, etc. 
J. D. Gutterson’s license as funeral undertaker was also 


renewed.

The board, in connection with the Boston Board of Health, 
employed J. W. Steere as heretofore to tend the tide-gate 
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on Brookline avenue, from the beginning of May till the first 
of November. The stream is still exceedingly filthy, and 
necessitates keeping the flats covered. during the hot weather. 


SPECIAL ORDERS. 


The special orders passed in 1881 relating to the removal 
of dead bodies in public vehicles, the emptying of vaults, the 
removal of manure from the livery and horse-car stables, 
were re-issued. . 

In addition to small-pox, scarlet fever‘and diphtheria, the 
board now requires all cases of typhoid fever to be reported.

THE MOTHER BROOK AND NEPONSET RIVER MILL OWNERS 
US. 
THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 

These nine suits, brought for the recovery of damages al- 
leged to have been sustained by the owners of mill privileges, 
by reason of the taking of the water of Charles river by the 
town, were tried together as one case in the Superior Court, 
as stated in last year’s report, and exceptions were taken to 
the Supreme Judicial Court for the Commonwealth. 

These exceptions were argued at the January term of that | 
court, but no decision has yet been made. 


SECOND,— 
THe TowN OF BROOKLINE vs. CHARLES G. MACKINTOSH. 
This is a bill in equity brought by the Selectmen in pur- 
suance of a vote of the town, passed at a town meeting held 
in November, 1880, for the purpose of restraining the 


defendant from corrupting the waters of Charles river at a 
point some 4,000 feet above the pumping station. 

The case was argued before the full bench of the Supreme 
Court in March, 1881, and has since been decided, the court 
‘ordering the bill to be dismissed on the ground that inas- 
much as the town now takes the water not ‘diteeas from the 
river, but through the medium of a filtermg gallery, there 
is no present ane immediate danger of the water supply 
being corrupted by the defendant’s works. 


THIRD,— 


JOSHUA CONANT vs. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This is a petition for a jury pending in the Superior Court 
for Norfolk county, brought for a revision of a betterment 
assessed upon the petitioner’s estate on account of the lay- 
ing out of Thayer street. 

The betterment assessed was $821, which the petitioner 
claims is excessive and disproportionate. 

The case will come up for trial at the April term of the 
Superior Court at Dedham. . 


FourTH,— 
TOWN OF BROOKLINE vs. JOHN SHERMAN. 


This is an action of replevin to recover certain articles of — 
furniture taken from the engine house of the town on the 
night of April 21, 1882. 

The property was removed by members of the engine 
company after a vote to disband and to remove the property 
and divide it. 

A portion of the property was found at the house of the 
_ defendant and taken on the writ. The whereabouts of the 
rest of the property is not known to the counsel of the town. 

This case will come up for trial at the April term of the 
Superior Court at Dedham. ;

Mr. White has recently built a house on Boylston street 
in Brookline, where he intends to reside; but he claim’ that 
he was not a resident of Brookline on May 1, 1882, and was 
not therefore liable to be taxed for his personal estate in this 
town for the year 1882. 

This action is returnable to the Supreme Judicial Court at 
Dedham, at the coming February term.

A large amount of work has been done in making avenues 
and paths. Rock avenue has been made and finished, and 
several rods of Pierce avenue have been excavated and the 
stone foundation put in, ready for the gravel finish. Rock 
Maple path and a portion of Occidental path have been 
thoroughly made, and several of the avenues and paths have 
been repaired.

ALMSHOUSE. 


The Overseers, pursuant to the authority to purchase a lot 
of land and to erect thereon an almshouse, conferred upon 
them by the town at the annual meeting, after advertising for 
a suitable lot of land, made personal examination of such 
lots‘as were offered to them, and others which seemed likely 
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to be fit for the purpose. They selected, at length, as the 
best which could be obtained, a lot of six acres adjoining 
the school-house and gravel-pit lots belonging to the town, 
on Newton street, which they purchased for $2,200. The 
board, after advertising for proposals for building the alms- 
house in accordance with plans and specifications prepared at 
their request and under their direction, by Mr. O. F. Smith, 
architect, awarded the contract for the same to Willard A. 
Goodwin, the lowest bidder, for the sum of $7,300, to which 
was afterwards added the sum of $195 for certain extras. 

The almshouse will probably be ready for occupancy about 
the first of May next. It will be necessary to provide for heat- 
ing the building, to erect a fence, and to build a stable. For 
these purposes the board recommend an appropriation of 
$2,500, and a re-appropriation of the unexpended balance of 
last year’s appropriation.

The Water Board herewith submit their annual report for 
the year 1882. 

At the meeting for organization, held March 9th, Oliver 
Whyte was elected chairman. There has been no change in 
the officers and employés since the last report. 

The terms of service for which the several members were 
elected will expire as follows :—

SERVICE—PIPES. 


There have been put in during the year, in different parts 
of the town, 47 service-pipes, making the whole number laid 
since the introduction of the water, 1082. 


STREET—MAINS. 


During the past year the main authorized by the town to 
be laid through Gardner road, connecting the mains in Wash- 
ington and Tappan streets, has been finished, as shown by the 
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superintendent’s report, and the Aspinwall Land Co., by 
their treasurer, have signed an agreement guaranteeing an 
income on the cost of same of 5 per cent. per annum for 
five years. | 

The only other extensions made of mains have been a two- 
inch pipe laid in the new roadway on the Cowan estate, off 
Warren street, and the lengthening of the mains in. Beacon 
and Toxteth streets, of about 100 feet in each case. 

At a town meeting held June 22d, 1882, the Water Board 
was authorized to extend the main in Goddard avenue some 
350 feet, at an expense of $1,275, upon the agreement of Mr. 
John F. Hartt to pay $637.50, being one-half the expense of 
laying the pipes, and also to pay 5 per cent. per annum for 
five years on the remainder, less the amount received from 
water-takers, on the route. That agreement having been 
entered into, the pipes were ordered, but as they were not 
received in town until late in the fall, it was thought best to 
defer the laying of them until spring, and they were therefore 
stored in the pipe-yard and will be placed in position as soon: 
as the roadway is in condition to work. For this extension 
the sum of $637.50 was appropriated by the town, of which 
amount $540 has been expended, leaving a balance of $97.50, 
which, on the Ist of February, lapsed into the treasury ; and 
as Mr. Hartt cannot be called upon to pay his share of the 
expense until the pipes are laid, the board asks that $735 be 
appropriated to finish the work, $637.50 of which will be 
returned to the treasury by Mr. Hartt. _ 

Up to the time of making this report there have been no 
petitions received for any new street-mains; but as there are 
two streets in the town where buildings are either being 
erected or probably will be this year, and in both cases will 
require but a short length of pipe, the board ask authority 
to have the work done, and that an appropriation be made 
therefor. In one of these, Toxteth street, the main is 
already laid 315 feet from Francis street, leaving a distance 
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of 450 feet to make connection with the main in Aspinwall 
avenue. ‘The cost of laying this pipe is estimated at $585. 
The other is in that portion of Cypress street, from its 
junction with Sewall street towards Chestnut street, where it 
is proposed to lay a 2-inch pipe some 225 feet, at an esti- 
mated cost of $125. 


LEAKS. 


Only one leak of any note has occurred in the mains 
during the past year, and the importance of that one arises 
from the fact that it settles a point which was largely debated 
at the town meeting when the question of moving the pump- 
ing works from the old site to Cow Island was under consid- 
eration ; namely, should a leak occur in the force-main across 
the swamp in winter, when the meadows were overflowed, 
how could it be repaired? On December 29th a leak was 
discovered in the force-main in the lowest part of the swamp, 
some 700 feet from the upland ; the meadows were overfiowed 
at the time some six or eight inches. A gang of men was im- 
mediately set at work to build a coffer-dam around the break, 
and an effort was made to’ control the water by the use of 
hand-pumps, but they were found inefficient. The steam- 
pump belonging to the town was then placed in position at a 
man-hole of the old wooden conduit, and in a short time the 
water was lowered in the dam so that the pipe could be un- 
covered and the leak repaired without difficulty. The whole 
cost of the work was $130. 


FILTERING GALLERIES. 


The annual consumption of water throughout the town has 
inereased, from 123 millions in 1876, to 180 millions in 1882, 
about 57 millions, while at the same time the yield of the 
filtering galleries has sensibly diminished. It will therefore 
be necessary, to keep the quality of the water at its present 
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high standard, to have the galleries extended from time to 
time to keep pace with the increased demand. The amount 
of water which could be supplied the town by taking directly, 
from the river is only limited by our rights under the charter, 
or the capacity of the engines ; but the quality of that water 
is so vastly inferior to that supplied by the galleries, that 
we consider the river should only be drawn upon as a last 
resort. The cost of extending the filtering galleries would 
be about $12 per lineal foot, and though the Water.Board 
do not ask for an appropriation this year for an extension, 
they consider the time very near when it can be no longer 
delayed, and they would in the meantime urge upon the 
citizens of the town to suffer as little waste of the water as 
possible during the dry summer months. 


BumLDINGs AND MACHINERY. 


All the machinery connected with the works, and all the 
buildings, are in first rate condition, and will compare favor- 
ably with any of their class in the country. 

The house formerly occupied as the engineer's dwelling, 
and which the board were authorized to sell or lease, still 
remains vacant, as we have not been able to find a tenant for 
it, nor have we received an offer to purchase. The chimney 
at the old pumping works is still standing, but it is the 
intention of the board, when it becomes necessary to extend 
the filtering galleries, to have it taken down, and the bricks, 
as well as a large quantity of the material from the ruins of 
the old station, used in the construction of the galleries. 


WorKSHOP AND STABLE. 


Ever since the Water Board have had charge of the works 
much inconvenience has been experienced as to procuring a 
suitable workshop and storage room for the tools and mate- 
rials necessary about the works, the more so as it is important 
to have the workshop in the vicinity of the Water Registrar’s 


; 


office. A small room in the cellar of the police station has 
been used for that purpose, but it is wholly unfit, both as 
regards light and size, and during the past winter the Water 
Board have been notified by the Committee on Police to 
vacate the premises ; therefore, the board will be obliged to pro- 
cure other room, and as the expense of horse-hire has become 
so large, it having cost some $800 for the past two years, 
it has become a matter of economy that a suitable team be 
kept for the works. The Water Board would therefore ask 
that authority be given them to erect a brick building, suitable 
to be used as a workshop and stable, on land belonging to 


the town in the rear of Mr. Charles Chase’s stable, and having 


an entrance from Prospect street, between the police station 
and the estate of Mr. Bachelder, and that an appropriation 
of $3,500 be made to meet the expense. This building, 
though built for the use and convenience of the water works, 
will be a benefit to the street and sewer departments for 
the storage of tools, etc., being used in this part of the town, 
and furthermore, the horses belonging to the police depart- 
ment can be stabled there, as that would be much more 
convenient than to have them-kept at the engine houses wrens 
they are now. 

The Water Board would also ask that an appropriation of 
$500 be made wherewith to purchase a horse, wagon, har- 
ness, and stable fixtures.

Voted, That authority be given the Water Board to erect 
a brick building on land belonging to the town in the rear of 
Mr. C. Chase’s stable, to be used as a workshop and stable ; 
also, to purchase a horse, wagon, harness, etc., for the use 
of the water works.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 

GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present herewith the 
annual report of the Superintendent for the year ending Feb. 
Ist, 1883. 

In the maintenance of the works for the past year no 
serious trouble has been experienced, and nothing to call for 
an extra outlay of money, with perhaps one exception. 

The leaks in the street-mains are yearly growing less. We 
have only two to record in this report: these occurred at the 
joints, and were repaired at an expense of $6.99. In the 
force-main there were two leaks, one in the upper Cedar 
swamp, which was repaired at a cost of $10.40, and one in 
swamp near the old engine-house, where it was necessary to 
use a steam-pump, and which required an outlay for repairs 
of $132.44. This main is liable at any time to cause con- 
siderable expense, owing to the difficulty of uncovering the 
pipe in the swamps through which it is located. The leaks 
and stoppages in the iron service-pipes will probably increase 
in the future. The past year there were four leaks, costing 
for repairs $18.36. Very few repairs were needed on the 
hydrants; only one valve was changed, at an expense of 
$7.52. All have been painted. The work was done at odd 
times, and very little extra help was required. ‘Their inspec- 
tion has been very frequent, and this forms the chief item of 
expense in their maintenance. Several gate-boxes will have 
to be renewed the coming year, and it is quite probable that 
iron boxes will be substituted for the wooden ones. The 
reservoir was thoroughly cleaned twice the past season. Be- 
sides this, nothing was done except to keep the walks free 

from weeds. 
_ The grounds around the pumping station and the filter- 
ing galleries are in as good condition as at any former time. 
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The labor expended there was to maintain them as they 
were, no improvement being made. The canal for leading 
the river water into the gravel beds surrounding the gal- — 
leries was used for only a few days when the pumps, by 
running night and day, could not draw water enough to sup- 
ply the demand. The consumption of water was in excess of | 
the year before, owing to a drier season; but during the 
months: of February, March, April, November, December 
and January of this year, months when only the ordinary 
amount of water is used, there was consumed 8,041,665 gal- 
lons less, which shows that with an increased number of 
takers quite a gain was made in reducing the amount of 
waste. Still there remains a great deal to be done in this 
direction, and nothing but an untiring, energetic inspection 
will here meet with success. 

The extension of street mains was as follows: A six-inch 
main was laid through the entire length of Gardner road, a 
distance of 3,038 feet, costing $3,724.86; the six-inch pipe 
in Toxteth streét was extended 91 feet, costing $113.02, and 
the six-inch pipe in Beacon street, near Summit avenue, 95 
feet, costing $124.57. A two-inch pipe was laid in Cowan 
street a distance of 440 feet, costing $211.03. Forty-seven 
service-pipes were added, costing $681.02, making total 
number of 1,082 to date. Of these, 1,043 are now in use 
and 39 shut off. , 

In connection with the surveys for high-service of such 
parts of the town as had not formerly been surveyed, several 
new sheets were made and added to the portfolio of plans of 
the water works, to be used to show the location of pipes 
when extensions in these districts shall be made. 

I subjoin the following tables, the record of consumption, 
location of gates, hydrants, etc.

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REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


PUMPING-STATION, BROOKLINE WATER WORKS, 
West RoxsBoury, Feb. 6th, 1883. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of the 
Engineer for the year ending Feb. Ist, 1883. 

The pumping-engines, boilers, and everything connected 
with the pumping-station are in good condition. 

The boiler-setting has been repaired by turning brick 
arches over the top of the boilers, to replace the ashes with 
which they were covered when first placed in position. The 
setting is now in good condition, and the boilers give better 
results than formerly. 

The duty of the engines js better than last year. The cost 
per million gallons is greater, as there was a large amount of 
night work during the summer months, and during the win- 
ter months the engine had to be worked at its least economi- 
cal rate of speed in order to keep the few houses in the upper 
portion of the town supplied with water. 

The following tables show the record of the engines, and 
the pumping expenses.

HIGH-SERVICE SYSTEM. 


REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD ON THE REQUEST OF CERTAIN 
CITIZENS FOR A HIGH-SERVICE SYSTEM OF WATER WORKS. 





At the suggestion of several of our citizens whose estates 
are situated at such an elevation as to admit, either of none 
whatever or but a partial supply of water, from the present 
system of works, the Water Board have made examination 
in the premises, and submit the following report, that the 
citizens may understand what portions of the town cannot 
under the present system be supplied with water, and may 
consider the expediency of inaugurating a high-service that 
will be able to reach the highest elevation likely ever to be 
built upon. 

Annexed to this report will be found the report of the 
Superintendent of the Water Works on the most feasible 
plan to accomplish the work necessary, and the estimated 
cost thereof. 

The water in the reservoir on Fisher Hill, when at its 
highest point, is 240 feet above tide water, but as it can be 
kept at that height but a short time, owing to the necessity of 
drawing it down and then re-filling, in order to keep the quality 
of the water pure, there cannot be a constant supply guaran- 
teed to any faucet above 220 feet, and as nearly all the 
dwelling-houses using water draw it from tanks situated at 
least 25 feet above their sills, it therefore follows that at any 
building whose sills are more than 195 feet above tide water, 
the supply (if they can receive it at all) will be very uncertain 
in amount, as well as to the time when it can be furnished. 
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The water-mains are now, under the present system, laid 


through nearly all parts of the town where the level will _ 


allow water to flow ; and in some parts, in close proximity to 
the mains, there are many estates which experience great 
difficulty in getting their supply, owing to the high level. 
Such, for instance, are the estates of Messrs. Humphrey, Hyde 
and Brown, on Newton street, all those on Clyde and the 
upper part of Warren streets, among which are the estates of 
Messrs. Gardiner, Cabot, Upham, Lowell, Warren, ‘Lyman, 
Atkinson, Heath, Channing, and others, also those of Messrs. 
Mason and Jones, on Corey Hill. To supply the above-named, 
and all those on Corey Hill beyond the line of Prospect 
street, as well as the prospective demand on the Aspinwall 
Land Company’s hill, and on Goddard’s and Hyde's hills, 
together with nearly all territory of the town lying south and 
west of a line made by Reservoir lane and Clyde street, it 
will be necessary to have other means of supply than those 
now in use. 

The four highest elevations in town are the summits of W. 
C. Cabot’s hill, 336 feet, Wm. J. Hyde’s hill, 309 feet, Walnut 
Hill, 306 feet, and Goddard’s hill, 278 feet. The hill on Mr. 
Cabot’s estate being some 27 feet higher than either of the 
others, would be the best suited for the erection of a stand- 
pipe. Messrs. Cabot and Lyman, both of whose estates would _ 
be affected by the erection of a stand-pipe, express themselves 
as willing to allow the work to be carried out upon their 
premises, and would ask only a reasonable compensation there- 
for; but until it should be fully decided what was to be done, 
they would not be willing or able to name any amount as 
a compensation, but would do so whenever the plans sn 
be fully matured. 

With the exception of locating the stand-pipe on the land 
of Mr. Lyman, and the laying of a main to make a connection 
through the rah of Mr. Cabot, the only other private prop- 
erty affected by the proposed work would be the laying of 


~ 
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a main from the end of Gardner road at Washington street 
across the estate of Mr. T. B. Griggs, to reach Summit 
avenue on Corey Hill. 

As in all probability a road-way will be built over this 
route before many years shall have passed, the board do not 
consider that the damages here would amount toa very large 
sum.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN,—Last September I was requested by your 
board to make an estimate of the probable cost of a high- 
service to supply all” parts of the town too high for our 
present service, and would respectfully make the following 
report. 

The first step was to determine the greatest elevation at 
which the present works would constantly give an effective 
supply. High water in the reservoir is 240 feet above tide, 
but as the water must at times fall as low as 230 or 225 feet, 
it will be readily seen that buildings situated above the grade 
of 190 feet cannot depend upon an unfailing supply in the 
attic-tank, usually some 30-feet higher. 
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The portion of the town above the contour of 190 feet in- 
cludes quite a part of Corey, Aspinwall, Fisher and Gardner 
hills, and nearly all that part of the town south and west 
from a boundry line formed by Boylston street, from Ham- 
mond street to junction of Boylston street, Heath street, 
and Chestnut Hill avenue, thence across to corner of Dudley 
and Warren streets by R. C. Winthrop’s entrance, and from 
this point to Boston line near Rockwood street, except in the 
neighborhood of Hammond street, and between Hammond 
street and Newton line; also the South street district: This 
territory embraces about one-third of the area of the whole 
town. 

The next step was to ascertain to what elevation the water 
~ must be raised, and a proper location to store it, to give all 
this district the required supply ; and for this purpose the ele- 
vation above tide of the highest portions of the town were 
taken and found to be as follows: W. C. Cabot’s hill, 336 feet ; 
hill near Mr. Hyde’s, Newton street, 309 feet; hill by stand- 
pipe, South street, 306 feet; Denny’s hill, Newton street, 
283 feet ; hill off Avon street, 278 feet ; Corey Hill, 270 feet ; 
Aspinwall Hill, 250 feet. The vicinity of Clyde street varies 
from 190 to 240 feet. 

Bearing in mind the different levels, it would therefore 
seem that the water must be pumped to a height of 340 or 
350 feet, or about 100 feet above our present service, and also 
that the only practical location for a reservoir, and the best 
location for any other kind of storage, is found on W. C. — 
Cabot’s hill. 

In this scheme it would not be proposed to build a reser- 
voir, but construct a wrought-iron tank 60 feet in diameter 
and 20 feet deep, which would hold about 500,000 gallons. 
The expense would be much less, and with pumps of a 
capacity of one and a half million gallons per day, the sup- 
ply would be equal to any emergency. : 
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LOCATION OF PUMPING-STATION. 


As far as the economy of pumping water from the present 
distribution is concerned, the machinery can be placed at 
almost any point where the pipes are sufliciently large, as all 
the back pressure can be utilized, of course leaving out the 
item of friction in the mains. Perhaps it is well here to take 
into consideration that in all probability at some future time 
the present force-main from pumping-station to reservoir will 
have to be duplicated, and also that it then may be thought 
best to make the new main strong enough to allow the water 
at its present source, Cow Island, to be pumped directly into 
the high-service system. In this case the extra expense for 
iron would be small, the cost of laying would not thereby be 
increased, and the pecuniary advantage alone of having all 
the machinery under one roof would be considerable. But the 
outlay would now be so great, and the necessity for this so 
far in the future, that it would be more economical to erect 
an independent pumping-station in or near to the district to 
be supplied, but, if practicable, to arrange the distribution as a 
part of the plan suggested above, which can be done at little 
or no additional expense, as will be shown. 

Then, again, the nearer the water is taken from the present 

source the more we lesson the friction in the present force- 
main, and consequently longer postpone the time of its duphi- 
cation. 
_ Clyde and Newton streets, where our force-main is now 
located, are the only streets through this high district ; also, 
as there is a demand for high-service for nearly the entire 
length of Clyde street and a part of Newton street, the 
proper location for the pumps would seem to be at some 
point on these streets. 

Keeping in view the plan just mentioned, it is proposed to 
place the pumping-station at the junction of Newton and 
Grove streets, on land already owned by the town. In this 
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case very little pipe would be laid where it is not immedi- 
ately wanted. In this estimate it is designed to combine the 
pumping-station, engineer's house and coal shed in one 
building. If the pumping-station should be placed in a 
more central part of the high district, and the idea of ever 
locating all the pumping machinery at Cow Island ignored, a 
saving of $2,000 or $3,000 in iron would be made by being 
able to reduce the mains in size as they extend towards the 
southern part of the town; but this saving would be offset by 
the necessity of purchasing a lot of land on which to place the 
pumping machinery. 


DISTRIBUTION. 


, Starting at high-service pumping station, at junction of 
Newton and Grove streets, a 14-inch pipe would be laid along 
Newton street to Clyde street, leaving at this point a 10-inch 
branch for Goddard avenue district ; the 14-inch pipe would 
then be continued along Clyde street to Warren street, where 
a connection would be left to supply a part of Warren street 
and Goddard avenue district through mains already laid, until 
a pipe is laid directly from Newton street through Goddard 
avenue. | 

From the corner of Warren and Clyde streets the 14-inch 
pipe would be carried to corner of Heath and Warren streets, © 
and up Heath street and across the land of W. C. Cabot to 
tank on summit of hill. At the corner of Heath and Warren 
streets a 12-inch pipe would branch from the 14-inch and con- 
tinue along Heath and Boylston streets to Fisher avenue, 
where it would reduce to 10-inch; the 10-inch would con- 
tinue down Boylston street to Cypress street, and along 
Cypress street to Tappan street, and up Tappan street to 
Gardner road, where it would connect with mains now laid. At 
the corner of Gardner road and Washington street an 8-inch 
pipe would cross the land of T. B. Griggs, to Beacon street, 
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and run along Beacon street to private way to Summit 
avenue, and up this way connecting with the present main in 
Summit avenue. 

This includes all the principal mains, and from these, 
branches could be taken off as required. 

Many other routes from Fisher Hill to Aspinwall and Corey 
Hills were carefully estimated, but, taking land damage into 
account, none were found as cheap as the one named. If the 
_town could obtain right of way over proposed new street 
from Boylston street, near Warren street, to Gardner road, 
without land damage, the distance would be decreased 3,000 
feet, and the expense lessened $5,600.

GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The report of the Superintendent of Grammar and Pri- 
mary schools is appended to this report, and contains full in- 
formation in reference to that portion of the work. 


TEACHERS. 


While more than the usual number of new names appear 
among our teachers, the changes have been very few, all but 
two of those on the roll at the last report having been re- 
appointed, and those two resigned at the close of the school 
year, one to take up the work of the ministry, and the other 
to-be married. 

In the High school Mr. N. H. Harriman resigned after 
four years’ faithful service, and the committee parted with 
him with much regret. He had succeeded to a remarkable 
degree in obtaining the esteem and affection of his pupils, and 
his influence over them out of school hours was particularly 
felt. His place has been filled, very greatly to the satis- 
faction of the committee, by Mr. A. J. George, for several 
years Principal of the High school at Ashland, Mass. Miss 
Eddy was succeeded by Miss M. P. Frye, for several years: 
teacher in the Pierce school, who has taken up the instruc- 
tion in the studies of the High school course with much 
enthusiasm and success. Miss E. A. George was transferred 
to the Pierce school in her place, and Miss Elizabeth M. 
McRoberts was appointed to the vacancy thus made in the 
Ward school. | 

The resignation of Miss S. L. Harris, after the opening of 
the new school year, was followed by the appointment of 
Miss Carrie E. Morse, who remained only until the Thanks- 
giving recess, when she accepted an engagement to teach in 
the ‘‘School of Observation,” so called, in connection with 
the State Normal school, and Miss Helen A. Briggs was 
appointed to succeed her.

Early in the year Miss Parker, who had been the special 
instructor in drawing, resigned, and Miss M. E. Furbush 
was employed. : f 

The increase in the number of scholars has obliged the 
board to add to the number of our teachers, and, during the 
year, to make several changes In classification and location of _ 
teachers and scholars, especially in the Boylston and Ward 
schools. Miss Anna M. Taylor and Miss Alice P. Lord were 
elected to vacant positions thus occurring. The latter de- 
clined the place. Miss A. M. Osgood was then transferred 
to the Harvard school, Miss S. Louisa Stearns from the New- 
ton street to the Ward school, and Miss Delia A. Kelly, 
a graduate of our High school and of the Boston Normal 
school, was appointed to that vacancy. Miss Anna’ M. 
Taylor has, within a short time, resigned, and Miss Mattie 
R. Dickinson has been assigned to this position by the sub- 
committee. 

In the Heath school the number of scholars has slightly de- 
creased, but the classes are still as numerous, and it seemed 
advisable to again appoint an assistant in that school for a 
portion of the time. Miss Margaret J. Sweeny, another of 
our High school graduates, and of the Normal school also, 
was assigned to that duty. 

The changes in location alluded to are regarded by the 
committee as temporary, having been forced upon us by the 
necessity of increased accommodations before suitable pro- 
vision had been made. The rooms in the engine house are 
objectionable on many accounts. When the Sewall school 
was opened we hoped that these premises would not again be 
oecupied, but that relief proved to be only temporary. The 
rooms in the new building are now full. For a time we were 
able to use a room in the Lawrence school-house for some of 
the older scholars of the Ward school with their teacher, 
though they were obliged to go a considerable distance. 
Aside from the inconvenience of access—many of the chil- 
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dren having to cross the railroad track going and coming 
from school, or go a very long distance around—the great 
increase of population in the vicinity of Longwood avenue, 
caused in part by the large number of new dwellings lately 
erected in that part of the town, obliged us to take the room 
again at the beginning of the present school year for the 
children of that section. 

As the subject of increased school accommodations is before 
the town, in the report of a special committee, it is proper to 
say further that the present number of teachers will be inade- 
quate to supply our immediate necessities when the new 
buildings shall be ready. 

The committee believe that the town have reason to be 
well satisfied with our corps of teachers, and their judgment 
seems to be confirmed by the fact that so many are sought for 
positions elsewhere, depriving us not unfrequently of those 
we are very unwilling to lose. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL.

The number of scholars now attending the High school is 
larger than for several years. The whole number enrolled 
during the year is eleven more than last year. The number 
in attendance at present is seventeen more than at the corres- 
ponding period last year, (when we had a larger number 
appearing at special recitations only, than is now the case, ) 
so that every desk in the room was filled at the opening of 
the year, and the school is now uncomfortably crowded by 
the additional desks we have been obliged to place around 
the platform. - While the number of scholars has increased, it 
is gratifying to observe that the percentage of attendance, in- 
stead of falling off a little as might be expected, has im- 
proved, and is upwards of 97 per cent. for the year. As the 
new course of study, now on its second year, goes more 
entirely into effect, which will be the case after June next, 
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we anticipate that the number of scholars will be still further 
increased, and the problem of additional accommodations will 
need to be considered here also. 

This new course of study is believed to bea substantial im- 
provement on the former ; it gives more time for preparation 
to the college class, which is more than ever necessary, when 
we consider the great advance that has been made in the fe- 
quirements for admission to the best colleges, and it opens a 
wider range of studies to those who desire to avail them- 
selves of such advantages. At the present time there are 
several who have received the diploma attending certain reci- 
tations, to which they were unable, during the course, to 
give as much time as they desired —forming a sort of post- 
graduate class—which has an excellent influence on the 
morale of the school. We regard this fact as an indication 
that the proposed lengthening of the course will meet a want 
and enlarge the scope of the school’s usefulness. 


The number of scholars who take the ‘classical course,” 


which includes Latin, Greek, and the other studies pursued 
by those preparing for college, is larger than usual this year, 
or for several years previous, there being 36 studying Latin 
in the junior class; 15 in the middle class; 13 in the senior 
class, and one in the ‘* college class,” so called, which 
embraces those who propose to take their final entrance- 
examination at the approaching commencement. ; 
The number in this class is the smallest, just at present,. 
that we recall in-the history of the school, certainly within 
the miemory of any one now in the board. There are four 
who purpose taking the preliminary examinations at Harvard 
in June next, and one who will offer himself for the final 
examinations, having already passed a portion of those 
required. Reasons for this, other than the character of the 
school, are apparent with but little reflection; but the 
proportion of those of our graduates who have entered at 
Harvard and elsewhere, with honors, the last and previous 
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years has been creditable to our teachers. We believe the 
school to be well up to the times in meeting the advanced 
standards of scholarship now demanded for admission to col- 
lege ; and with our longer course of study we expect to see 
the college class much larger another year. There must 
necessarily be certain difficulties in the conduct of any school 
which attempts to carry on simultaneously with the same 
corps of teachers, and with classes composed to a large extent 
of the same individuals, a course of preparation for college, 
and also those studies taught in what are called English 
High schools. | 

While so many of our citizens prefer to send their elder 
children to schools in Boston, and the number who enter 
our High school does not very largely increase, these 
difficulties will be unavoidable. - Yet the committee have 
not been insensible of them, and have sought for some 
plan by which they might be in a measure obviated. Two 
years ago the suggestion was offered in the board that an_ 
arrangement might be made with the city of Boston, whereby 
we could carry our pupils a part of the way along the college 
preparatory course, and then allow those who desired it to 
attend the Latin schools, or the Girls’ High school, in Boston. 
Some serious objections were evident on a further examina- 
tion, and it was found also that the town had no power under 
the statutes to enter upon such an arrangement, and the plan 
was therefore laid aside. It only remained for us to carry 
out the course of instruction in those branches which we are 
required to teach in our own town, to the best of our ability. 

Only two changes in text books have been: made during 
the year. ‘‘Jones’s Latin Lessons” has been substituted 
for that formerly used, the variations in the different editions 
of which greatly impaired its value, and Chauvenet’s Geome- 
try has been displaced by Wentworth’s, a change which had 
been in contemplation some time. The committee are not 
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satisfied with the present text book in Physical Geography, 
but will make no change in the present class. 

Much more attention has been given to the study of civil 
government, instruction in which has been almost entirely 
oral, and the interest of the pupils has been greatly aroused. 
The committee suggested last year that reading might be 
made much more interesting and valuable by supplementing 
it with a wider study of the lives and times, the style and 
other characteristics of the authors read,—thus making it in 
some degree supplementary to the study of English litera- 
ture, and thus also increasing the advantages of the*pupils of 
the classical department. The plan has met the hearty 
co-operation of the principal and his assistants, and excellent 
results have followed. 


The accommodations of the High school building are by no 
means what they ought to be. Should the number of scholars 
be but slightly increased we should be unable to find seats 
for them, since, as we have already mentioned, all the avail- 
able room is now occupied. By some changes in the arrange- 
ment of the upper room, and by building a wing to contain 
two additional recitation rooms,—the least expensive plan 
that has been suggested—the present building can be utilized 
for a considerable time to come; and should the school grow 
the coming year as it has the last, we think the adoption of 
some such plan would be necessary, unless the town is pre- 
pared to enter at once upon the question of a new High 
school building. This last would much better meet the 
school needs, but the committee are aware of the large 
demands that must be made to provide school buildings for 
the increasing numbers in other schools, and hesitate to urge 
an outlay for the High school on a large scale, which can be 
postponed for a time without serious consequences. Y 
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THE EDWARD DEVOTION FUND. 


The Committee desire to call the special attention of the 
town to the subject of the Edward Devotion Fund. 


June 14, 1743, Edward Devotion, then a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Brookline, executed a will, in which he 
bequeathed a legacy to the town ‘towards building or 
maintaining a school as near the centre of the said town 
as shall be agreed upon by the town.” 

The legacy was payable upon discharge of a certain mort- 
gage, and by the record it appears that 13 May, 1762, the 
town appropriated the interest to keep a school at the 
‘¢ Middle school house.” 

Eleven days later a special committee, who had been 
appointed at the previous meeting ‘‘ to take care of and let 
out the legacy,” acknowledged the receipt of ‘‘ three hun- 
dred and eight ia Johannes of full weight, for the DOs 
of said legacy.” 

This amount, as we learn from an old volume of accounts 
of the trustees of the school fund, in the archives of the 
town clerk, was equivalent in value to £739, 4s. ‘* In con- 
sequence of the failure of paper money in 1779, the fund 
was reduced to $2,280.65.” 

From time to time the town appointed committees to 
examine the ‘‘ school trustees’ accounts,” and report as to 
their condition and management. In 1887 the ‘+ town’s por- 
tion of the surplus revenue” was added to this school fund, 
with directions to ‘‘ loan the same on interest, to be amply 
secured by mortgage of real estate,” etce., and ‘* such inter- 
est to be applied to the support of our public schools.” 

The latter sum, as appears by the records of the trustees, 
was. $2,220.73, while the Devotion fund was then $2,281.01, 
‘¢on which no diminution has occurred.” The manner in 
which the whole was invested—mortgages on real estate— 
is spread upon the records. 
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In March, 1838, these trustees were requested to report 
annually, at the meeting for the examination of the town’s 
accounts, ‘‘the amount of said funds, to whom loaned, with 
the securities taken for the same.” This was done for the 
last time in 1844. 

It appears by the record above mentioned that in 1843 the 
funds then held in trust amounted to $4,531.01. 

January 30, 1844, by vote of the town, the ‘‘ surplus 
revenue” portion of the fund was appropriated towards 
building a town hall, and it appears that the following pay- 
ments were made to the town treasurer on that account, by 
the treasurer of the trust: 

March 8, 1844, $1,000; Sept. 2, 1844, $1,000; Dee. 2, 
1844, $500; in all, $2,500. 

At a town meeting held April 1, 1844, it was Sete 
‘‘ That the residue of the school fund be called in and 
applied toward the payment for building the town hall,” and 
the Treasurer made the following payments accordingly : | 

April 29, $225; June 2, $435; August 18, $500; Septem- 
ber 138, $787.06, and a little later a small balance, closing 
up the books, and making the total amount paid, $1,968.23. 
Probably a portion of the December Rey belonge” to 
this fund. 

The trustees then submitted the following report, which 
was accepted and adopted by the town:— . 


JXTRACT FROM THE RePorT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ScHooL Funpb, 
Aprit 1, 1844. 


‘‘In the further consideration of the subject of the School Fund, your 
trustees have been led to examine more particularly into the state of the 
fund by a vote of the town, at the town meeting held in\ January, 
authorizing the Treasurer of the School Fund to collect and pay over to 
the building committee of the Town House that portion of the fund that 
was received from the General Government as Swrplus Revenue, 
amounting to about one-half of the whole fund. It is the opinion of 
the trustees that the same disposition of the remainder of said fund 
would be for the interest of the town, and if it is necessary that a certain 
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sum should be kept as a School Fund, in order to avoid any danger from 
reversion, the town may become the borrowers and be responsible to the 
trustees in the same manner as individuals at present do. Such a 
provision would place the security of the School Fund beyond a question, 
and relieve the trustees from a great share of the perplexing duty 
incumbent upon them of attending annually to the numerous policies of 
insurance and other securities held for the fund. At the same time it 
would render it tinnecessary for the town to borrow so large a sum of 
money at this time, as it would give the town immediate control of 
its resourses. 

‘*Prompted by these considerations, your trustees would therefore 
recommend that the Treasurer of the School Fund be directed to collect 
the money loaned as soon as practicable without serious inconvenience 
to the parties owing the money, either by a transfer of the securities 
held or by collections as circumstances may require, and pay the same 
into the treasury of the town to meet the expense of building the 
‘Town House.

The venerable Dr. Pierce, for many years chairman of the 
Board of School Committee, delivered an address at the 
dedication of this building, and incidentally mentions the fact 
that the hall contained ‘‘ two convenient school-rooms.” 

The Edward Devotion Fund was thus invested in the 
town hall, and a portion of that building being used for 
schools, it was considered, probably, that the wishes of the 
donor were complied with, in accordance with his will. In 
this way the fund seems to have disappeared from view, 
for, in the report for 1847, the Auditors say the town owes 
but two notes (neither of which are to the ‘‘ Trustees of the 
School Fund”). The memory of the giver, and the trust 
reposed in the town, were soon alike forgotten. The town 
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was moreover then, and for some time before, very negligent 
in caring for its school buildings, as appears by its printed 
reports ;—-in 1853 a special committee appointed to take 
into consideration their condition, reported in very strong 
language regarding them; in 1854 the two rooms under the 
town house were pronounced unsuitable by the school com- 
mittee, and, when the new school buildings for the Pierce 
Grammar and Primary schools were erected, and the old town 
house moved to its present location, these rooms were disused, 
and the Edward Devotion legacy ceased in any way to be 
recognized as a trust by the town, or to be employed for any 
of the purposes for which it was given. It seems to have 
remained in oblivion until the attention of the town was 
called to it by a special committee in 1877. 

This committee recommended ‘‘ that the Treasurer be 
authorized to issue the note of the town, signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen, for the sum 
of $2,280.65 at five per cent. interest, payable annually, said 
note to be held in the town treasury as security for the 
Edward Devotion School Fund, the interest to be raised 
annually by taxation, and to be appropriated towards defray- 
ing expenses of schools.” At an adjourned meeting this 
vote was referred to the ‘special committee on the new 
school house,” who were instructed to report in print before 
the next town meeting, but no report has ever been made. 

The committee deem this a proper time to call attention 
to the history of this gift, and its diversion from its original 
purpose. 

The gift of Edward Devotion was a trust, which the town 
having accepted, ought to carry out in accordance with the 
wishes of the donor. At the time this was bestowed, it met 
a very considerable portion of the expenses of our public 
schools, and was comparatively of far greater value than a 
gift of the same amount would now possess. 
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For nearly a century the trust was executed, and we are 
now in better position to place ourselves right in the matter, 
than we have been for many years. Some action in the 
direction recommended by the special committee on trust 
funds in 1877, should be taken. 

Lhe donor contemplated associating his gift with a school 
at the centre of the town as general in its benefits as practi- 
cable. ‘The High school has this characteristic more fully than 
any other, and is much in need of a new building for its 
accommodation. If the interest on the Devotion Fund from 
the time of its diversion were added to the principal, and the 
fund then suffered to accumulate until it should be sufficient 
to erect a suitable High school building, designated in some 
way to perpetuate the memory of this gift, and the town’s 
recognition of the purpose to which it was applied, it would 
seem to be as fitting action as is now practicable. 

This is not the only gift that has passed from memory. 
January 4, 1793, Mr. William Hyslop made a donation for 
the purpose of building a school-house on, or near the spot 
where ‘‘the old school-house in the middle of the town 
stands,” and this gift was acknowledged by a formal vote of 
thanks for the ‘‘ generous donation,” * * * ‘* for the encour- 
agement and promotion of learning among the youth of the 
rising generation.” A committee was appointed to convey 
the thanks of the town to Mr. Hyslop, and authorized to 
receive his gift. 

The School Committee have not sought to trace the history 
of this donation, particularly. 

. The Middle-district Primary. school, at an earlier period 
called the South school, was afterwards known as the Heath ; 
but that intended in this gift, we believe, was the school 
which once occupied the stone building near the First Parish = 
church, and a portion of the money for that was raised by 
the sale of ‘‘ spots for pews in the meeting-house,” a por- 
tion by the town, and the remaining portion appears to have 
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been Mr. Hyslop’s gift. Whether our conjecture is correct 
as to the location where this donation was expended or not, is 
immaterial. If it be so, the larger part doubtless disap- 
peared when that building was disposed of, at a nominal 
price, some years ago. Nevertheless, the fact of the gift 
remains, and it is evident from the elaborate vote that was 
passed accepting it, the formal appointment of a committee 
to visit him and thank him,—a more ceremonious act than 
we have observed to. be chronicled elsewhere in our early 
records,—that the town highly appreciated his generous 
donation. 

This, like the former gift, should be kept in perpetual 
remembrance, either by giving his name to some one of our 
public schools, or by calling a hall in some of the school 
buildings in his honor. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


We incorporate as a part of our report, the following 
report from the sub-committee on the Industrial school :— 


During the summer vacation of 1881, the first experiment 
in hand-work teaching was made, and the expense was borne 
by private subscription. The elements of carpentry and 
joining were selected as probably best suited to the age 
of the pupils likely to attend such a school, and also because 
the instruction, including tools and outfit, could be furnished 
at less cost than in most other subjects. This experiment, 
somewhat owing to its novelty, but largely to other causes 
not necessary here to repeat, was not as successful upon the 
whole as was hoped; still it was not such a failure as to for- 
bid further effort in the same direction. The Advisory 
Board speak of this experiment. as follows :— 


‘¢The trial of an Industrial Vacation school last summer, 
after the inevitable mistakes of an experiment were con- 
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“quered, proved a success, which we hope very much will 
be recognized by the town, and money appropriated for 
the regular maintenance of such teaching for the boys.” 

The town in accordance with this advice, voted the sum of 
$250 to continue this school during the past summer. 

In entering upon the duty of its direction our first concern 
was to find the proper teacher. Learning that Mr. George 
P. Hildreth, who had during the preceding summer taken 
charge of the school for the last month, and had substantially 
secured for it the measure of success it had gained, was 
willing again to take the place of instructor, we had no 
hesitation in appointing him. It is only just to Mr. Hil- 
dreth to say, that whatever of success we are able to report 
is due to his skill as a mechanic, and to his faithfulness and 
aptitude as a teacher; and we shall also see that this success 
was achieved in spite of some adverse circumstances. 

First, the attendance. We learn from Mr. Hildreth’s report, 
herewith submitted, that the whole number of pupils regis- 
tered was 63. Of these, 8 took but one lesson; 3, two 
lessons; 7, three lessons; 7, four lessons; 7, five lessons 3 
3, six lessous; 3, seven lessons; 3, eight lessons ; 1, nine 
lessons; 1, thirteen; 2, fifteen; 1, sixteen; 2, seventeen; 
1, twenty-three; 2, twenty-five; 1, twenty-six; 2, twenty- 
eight; 1, thirty-four; 2, forty; 1, forty-one; 2, forty-four ; 
1, fifty ; and 1, seventy-four. 

It appears that only 13 of the whole number of pupils 
took twenty-five lessons and above; 42 took less than ten 
lessons ; 32 took five or less. | 

Some of the ill effects of this irregular attendance are 
obvious. First, much time was wasted with pupils who took 
too few lessons to profit by the instruction ; second, it pre- 
vented in a large degree the laying down and following a 
progressive series of lessons, thus impairing the instruction ; 
and third, a much larger number might have been success- 
fully taught if the attendance had been regular. 
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Although twelve years was adopted as the minimum age 
for admission, many of the boys were but little if any above 
this age judging from their size, and had not sufficient 
physical strength to work to the best advantage. It should 
also be said that during a portion of the time the heat in the 
room occupied by the school was excessive. 

The school was divided into three sections, each section 
having a two-hour lesson each day except Saturday. The 
lessons began at eight and ten a. M., and at two P. M. 

From the attention we were able to give during the prog- 
ress of the school, and at its close, we felt assured of its sub- 
stantial success as a whole, and its marked success in special 
cases. Believing that our duty would not be fully done with- 
out giving all the citizens of the town an opportunity to judge 
for themselves of the success of the school, we decided to 
place the work of the pupils in the town hall for inspection. 
This was done on the 13th, 14th and 15th of September, in 
charge of Mr. Hildreth. Large numbers of the pupils of the 
several schools in town visited the exhibition, but the attend- 
ance of those fully able to judge of and appreciate what had 
been done was not as large as we hoped it would be. Still, 
we.are glad to know that our opinion was fully sustained, 
and that many were surprised as well as delighted with the 
result. 

We believe that the town will gladly furnish the small 
sum needed to continue this Vacation school, and at the 
proper time make this kind of instruction a part of the 
required work in such schools in town as need it. If this 
instruction could be continued during the whole Grammar 
school course, it would give a large number of boys pro- . 
ficiency in hand work, without in the least impairing the 
amount or quality of the usual acquirements. Not more 
than two short lessons per week, continued for two or three 
years, in a few well-arranged courses of hand work, would 
produce results which not long since would have been thought 
impossible.

We recommend that in the future no pupils be admitted to 
the Vacation school whose parents do not apply in person for 
such admission, and promise, that if admitted, the attendance 
shall be regular.

No pupil is allowed to withdraw any deposit without a 
written order signed by the parent or guardian. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The evening school was opened Nov. 22d, with about 
forty pupils, and continued with this number for a short 
time, when the few who came for novelty retired and left 
those who, considering their occupation, have been very con- 
stant in attendance. It is in charge of Mr. A. J. George as 
principal, with Miss Nellie E. Shea as assistant ; the number 
of those wishing to take up drawing was so small that your 
committee did not feel warranted in incurring the expense of 
a drawing teacher. The whole number of different pupils 
was 48; the average number attending was 27. 

Reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic and geography have 
been taught in both rooms, and in the principal’s room les- 
sons in mensuration have been given; book-keeping, also, 
has been followed by a class of five, who have shown a 
marked degree of interest in the work. The attendance at 
the present writing seems to warrant us in continuing the 
school during the month of February, as was done last year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of Brookline: e 


My report for the year ending January 31st, 1883, is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 

Your regulations require from me a report of labors per- 
formed for the year past, accompanied by such suggestions in 
regard to the efficiency and usefulness of the schools as I may 
deem desirable. 

My own duties and labors are already so’ well understood 
that I shall refer to them only incidentally. But concerning the 
schools many important questions force themselves upon our 
attention, more especially as we look back upon the work of 
another year. : : 

: What have we attempted? What accomplished? What 
have been the marked successes or failures, and their causes ? 
What commendations and what: criticisms have we heard 
from those who patronize the schools, and what importance 
have we attached to them? What obstacles have we en- 
countered? Has each and every school done all that could — 
reasonably be expected of it, and if not, where does the fault 
lie? What shall we teach and what shall we omit from the 
almost numberless subjects, all of which have some value? 
Plainly, it: may be said, teach what will best prepare the 
boys and girls for a life of usefulness and independence. 
Who shall decide what these branches shall be? What will 
be the effect of studying this or that subject, and to what ex- 
tent is it desirable to pursue each study? These and many 
other questions of like import have, and will continue to 
demand my earnest attention. 

The amount of facts, beyond a limited extent, which pupils 
store up in the mind, is of little importance compared with 
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the habits of thought and the ability of making systematic in- 
vestigation as the result of study. Not very much of any 
one branch can be learned in the schools, and their success or 
failure should be judged by the ability which pupils acquire, 
while in the schools, for concentration of thought upon 
subjects within their range of ideas. The greater part of our 
instruction should be to teach children to help themselves in 
acquiring knowledge rather than memorizing much, which 
will soon be forgotten. 

Formerly, what was most looked for as the result of teach- 
ing, was the greatest number of facts acquired, which were 
often quite disconnected, and only retained till the tests were 
made, and then soon slipped out of the mind, having some 
value, doubtless, but not of sufficient importance to warrant 
the expenditure of time devoted to their acquisition. 

Herbert Spencer, in speaking of the relative value of 
different branches of study, says: ‘* Acquirement of every 
kind has two values—value as knowledge, and value as 
discipline ;” and in referring to the disproportion between 
the labor of acquiring certain kinds of knowledge and the 
probable benefit therefrom adds: ‘* Any one who should 
learn the distances between all the towns in England might 
in the course of his life find one or two of the thousand facts 
he had acquired of some slight service when arranging a jour- 
ney, but no one would tolerate the proposal to devote some 
years of a boy’s time to getting such information at the cost 
of much more valuable information which he might else have 
got.” 

We can readily see from Spencer, and other great writers 
and thinkers like him, what kind of training they think best 
for children in the schools. 

Pupils acquire knowledge by the exercise of their own 
mental faculties; and the more earnestly their attention is 
directed to this acquisition the more thorough they become, 
and the less thought bestowed the more superficial their 
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attainments. The teacher can no more do the pupil’s think- 
ing than she can do his eating and sleeping; and yet she is 
an all important factor in directing the mind into proper 
channels, thus aiding the pupil to fix his mind closely, con- 
nectedly and persistently upon profitable work. It will then 
follow that while in school nothing should be told the pupil 
which he can with reasonable effort discover for himself; but 
he will need from time to time hints and suggestions, and at 
all times wise direction. 

To insure success this implies certain important qualifica- 
tions in a teacher, among which the following are indispen- 
sable: First, she must have complete control of her 
school; and this is not usually acquired by a great deal, nor 
very loud talking, but it comes from a quiet, sympathetic, 
uniform temperament, combined with decision and good 
judgment. A noisy, blustering teacher is usually unsteady 
in her discipline, and her school cannot be in a favorable 
condition for thoughtful work. Second, she should fully 
comprehend her work, and see the end from the beginning, 
having all the details mapped out in her own mind; adopting 
such methods as are the best suited to accomplish the desired 
results in her particular school. ae 

The teacher, then, in order to increase her usefulness and 
efficiency, must make her profession a constant study—with _ 
special preparation for each day’s exercise; otherwise she 
will fall into routine work,—irksome to herself, comparatively 
unprofitable to her pupils, and uninteresting to both. 

It must be clear to every one familiar with school work, 
that all pupils, even with the same instruction, will not 
develop precisely alike, any more than all trees in a nursery 
planted at the same time and receiving the same care, will 
grow into trees of like stature. Some will become giants in 
strength and proportions; others will remain puny. So 
with pupils, some will complete the course of study with 
ease, and graduate with honor, while here and there will be 
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found one among the most conscientious and faithful, unable 
as a scholar to obtain the required per cent. necessary 
to entitle him to a certificate of graduation. 

While I would withold diplomas from pupils who fail from 
irregularity of attendance, unsatisfactory deportment, or lack 
of application to studies, I would recognize fidelity to all 
school duties, as entitling the pupil to a certificate of gradua- 
tion in the sense that he has done his best; thus sometimes 
saving a very worthy boy or girl from the mortification of 
being passed by, and serving as an incentive to remain in 
school to the end of the term. Such a certificate of course 
would not be a passport to a school of higher grade. 


PRACTICAL EDUCATION. 


We hear much about the necessity of so shaping our course 
of study and our instruction that pupils will receive a ‘* prac- 
tical education.” If by this is meant so to instruct them 
while in the public schools that they will be fitted for any 
position in life immediately on graduation, it is simply 
demanding an impossibility. But there is a sense in which | 
we should aim to make our work practical, and in doing this 
we must recognize the fact that there is a natural order for 
the development of the mental faculties—perception, judg- 
ment and reason. Any occupation which can be regarded 
as a business, will certainly demand thorough ground-work 
in reading—at least in the sense of ability to gather thought 
from the printed page—spelling, writing, including the 
ability to put one’s thoughts clearly on paper, and sufficient 
knowledge of arithmetic to be able to solve simple problems 
in the every-day transactions of life. These branches cannot 
be passed lightly over, as the success of all succeeding work 
will depend chiefly upon the thoroughness with which they 
have been taught. It will follow, then, that during the first 
four years of school-life, pupils should have the greatest 
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amount of practice possible in the branches named, as an in- 
dispensable ground-work for the superstructure to follow, 
and also as the best preparation for those who may not be 
able to pursue their studies beyond the lower grades. 
In comparing our present course of study with the one in 
use ten years ago, I find many important changes, but they 
are not of that character which tend to make the promotions 
from class to class more difficult now than then. I find also 
the average age of the classes does not differ materially to- 


day from the returns which were printed in the School Report 


of 1874. | 

In the primary schools marked gains are visible, with no 
perceptible losses. This is mainly due to improved methods, 
by which much valuable time is saved ; thereby giving oppor- 
tunity for instruction in branches not attempted ten years 
ago,—two of: the most important being drawing and _ lan- 
guage. I will only speak of the latter, or the expression of 
thought, as being perhaps the subject in which the most 
marked improvement appears. Composition work was for- 
merly a great: bugbear to pupils, and of all subjects the most 
dreaded. The reasons for this need not now be stated. 

As soon as children can write words and know their use, 
without expecting dictionary definitions, they are set about 
the construction of sentences, the simplest possible at first. 
This practice is, or should he, a daily exercise in some form 
through the entire primary course, and also in the lower 
orammar grades. 

In addition to the usual examination of the primary classes 
made by the committee at the close of the summer term, 
the ability of the first class to reproduce a story in writing 
after silent reading, was tested, as follows: A simple story 
of about twenty-five lines, entitled, ‘‘ How Roy went a 
fishing,” was placed on the desk of each pupil. This he was 
allowed to read for eight minutes. Promptly at the expira- 


tion of the allotted time, the text was taken up and paper 
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distributed ; giving to each pupil a single sheet, he was | 
allowed a reasonable time to write in his own language what 
he could recollect. No explanations or suggestions were 
made, except that the date of writing, the name of the pupil, 
his age, and the name of his school, were to be placed on the 
back of the sheet after writing the story. 

The results of the test I should be happy to show to any 
one sufficiently interested to read the papers. They vary in 
length from six to forty lines, averaging about twenty lines. 
The pupils were not allowed to make corrections of any kind. 
The papers are a first draft. I have examined all the speci- 
mens with reference to substance, construction of sentences, 
penmanship, capitals, spelling, punctuation, arrangement and 
neatness. Considering the ages of the pupils, several papers 
were excellent; scarcely a mistake to be seen. Many were 
good. About half a dozen, a small number out of more than 
a hundred, were either poor or bad. 

The report of the sub-committee on examinations renders 
it unnecessary for me to speak especially of the grammar 
classes. JI will simply state that an experiment was inaugu- 
rated last September, and has since been on trial, by which 
the instruction of the first and second classes in the Pierce 
Grammar school was assigned to Miss Paul, assisted by Misses 
McKenzie and Edwards, each teacher to have particular 
branches of instruction in both classes. This plan has been 
in operation too short a time to speak with confidence as to 
results, but it promises well. 

In June last the board voted to substitute «‘ The Complete 
Arithmetic ” for ‘‘ The Common School,” the latter book 
having been used in the schools of Brookline for a quarter of 
a century or more. 

The practical test of any text-book is made in the school- 
room rather than as the result of a few hours’ examination, 
however carefully made. ‘*The Complete Arithmetic” is 
attractive in appearance. The type is clear. The definitions 
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are simple and comprehensive. The subjects are clearly yet 
concisely presented, followed by a great variety of practical 
problems, well calculated to develop and strengthen the 
mental faculties. So far as tried, the book gives entire 
satisfaction. | ;

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 





The question, what school accommodations should be pro- 
vided in lieu of the Ward school building, by reason of the 
premises occupied by that school being taken for park pur- 
poses, was the earlier question referred to the committee. 
It is obvious that a large school building must be provided 
of capacity at least equal to the present building. The 
present building, though built at different times and not 
altogether satisfactory in plan, is fairly sound and could ‘be 
moved, if on full reflection it should be thought wise, and 

the new site: selected would admit of it. The committee do 
_ not think it is clear enough that removal of the old building 
will be found expedient in any event to give this much force 
in determining the location to be selected. There is no loca- 
tion available that can be considered an ideal site for a large 
school. Either of the two which have been most considered. 
would be condemned with emphasis if considered solely 
from a view of objections that are valid. It will be necessary 
at some time to choose between such sites as are available, 
and if the decision can be deferred longer than was supposed 
when the committee was constituted, it is so connected with 
the matter of provision for the additional accommodation 
already required, and which cannot be deferred, that it must 
be considered to some extent. 
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The town owns a large play-ground on the corner of 
Aspinwall avenue and Brookline avenue, which can be used 
only for a common or play-ground. On the southerly side of 
this common and extending from it to Pearl street, there is a 
vacant lot for sale which contains 15,186 square feet. 
Between this vacant lot and Brookline avenue there are 
two small lots comprising together square feet, on 
which are small houses, inexpensive and easily removed. 
The whole together would form a lot on the corner of Pearl] 
street and Brookline avenue with sufficient room for a large 
school building and proper opening to the avenue. The 
premises would adjoin directly the finest play-ground in the 
town, and secure the utilization of that property in exact ac- 
cord with the purpose of the town in its purchase. On three 
sides light and air would be uninterrupted and secure, while 
on the fourth side sufficient space could be left from the line 
for moderate light. This site would be convenient of access 
for all residing northerly of Washington street and easterly 
of the railroad, reasonably so for those residing southerly of 
Washington street and easterly of High street, and would 
serve, if need be, the population to occupy the vacant land 
on the westerly side of the railroad in the vicinity of Brook 
street. To a portion of the committee it seems very clear 
that this location is decidedly the best the town can secure 
for the permanent site of what is now the Ward school, and 
they are confident that the more fully it is considered the 
less serious will the objections to it appear. To others of the 
committee the low grade of the lot and its unattractive sur- 
roundings seem insurmountable objections to its use for 
school purposes. The lowest price at which the land has 
heen offered, forty cents per foot, seems to them much too 
large for land which will require as much grading to prepare 
it for use. They are also of opinion that the location is not 
as central for the pupils attending the Ward school as that 
next discussed. 
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A lot on the Kimball farm, on the southeasterly side of 
Walter avenue, has been offered to the committee on terms 
substantially equivalent to twenty-eight cents per foot. The 
_lot comprises 16,632 square feet, has 160 feet front on the 
street, and a depth from 102 to 104 feet. Sixty-four feet front 
ean be obtained from another party adjoining, if desired, but at 
slightly increased price per foot. The land immediately in 
rear, extending to Pond avenue, is unoccupied, but belongs 
to non-residents, and the committee are unable to state the 
price at which it is held. It is taxed at 124 cents per foot. 
If a strip 160 feet wide, extending from Walter avenue to 
Pond avenue, were purchased, there would be room to place 
a large school building fronting Pond avenue, with moderate 
provision for play-ground and for hght and nir. The lot 
would measure about 230 feet from avenue to avenue, and 
when the park is completed opposite, the outlook and sur- 
rounding will be attractive. This site would be very near 
that of the present building—the old building could be 
moved upon it if that were thought best. It would be us 
convenient of access for all attending the school as the pres- 
ent location, and would occasion least change in existing con- 
ditions. There is more unoccupied land on the southerly 
side of Washington street than on the northerly side, and 
the future increase of pupils is likely to be more largely 
there. Of those now attending the school, 189 reside on the 
northerly side of Washington street; 118 on the southerly 
side, east of High street; 16 on Boylston street; 16 on 
Chestnut street and vicinity. 

The growth of the other sections, and the location of other 
school buildings, will modify from time to time the limits 
which can be assigned to existing schools to secure the most 
effective classification. The school committee are necessarily 
more conversant with the details which indicate the modifi- 
cations likely to be required, and it is proper to say that 
their present opinion of the changes probable, incline them 


to favor the location at the play-ground, as likely to prove 
in the end most economical and convenient. 

From the best information the committee can obtain the 
town may fairly count on retaining the use of the present 
Ward school building from three to five years. The pro- 
egress of park construction may occasion important changes in 
the locality served by the school, unanimity of opinion may 
be more easily obtained with the greater light, which may be 
accessible before it becomes necessary to determine the new 
location ; and the committee recommend that such determi- 
nation be deferred until further information is obtained as to 
the time when the present location must be given up. 

Provision for the additional accommodation now required 
cannot be delayed. ‘The overflow actually existing is suffi- 
cient for two school rooms, and two rooms in the engine- 
house, not suitable for the purpose, are being temporarily 
used. A third room is likely to be required before a new 
building can be completed, and a fourth at an early day, if 
not immediately on the completion of a new building. 

The two rooms now needed would be most conveniently 
located at or near the Kimball farm, so called. It is prob- 
able that the third room would be as well located at the 


Boylston street lot, and quite certain that by the time four 


rooms are required one of them would be needed there. The 
committee are clear that the town should proceed to con- 
struct four additional school rooms as speedily as practicable. 
This can be done at the smallest immediate outlay by enlarg- 
ing the Boylston school building to give all the increased 
accommodation there ; but ‘neither the present nor the pros- 
pective needs of the schools would be as well met as by con- 
structing two rooms at or near the Kimball farm, and two at 
Boylston street. 


The enlargement of the Boylston school building by adding — 


two rooms substantially as two were added to the Pierce 
Primary school building, but somewhat improved, it is esti- 
mated by practical builders on the committee, can be effected 
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at a cost of about seven thousand five hundred dollars. The 
lot on Walter avenue mentioned i connection with the large 
building, is the best location available for the other two 
rooms required. The lot would cost about forty-six hundred 
and fifty dollars. A wooden building similar in construction 
to the Harvard school building can be built for about seven 
thousand dollars ; a brick building affording the same accom- 
modation for about seventy-five hundred dollars. 

The furnishing of the rooms provided will cost about three 
hundred dollars each. 

The committee recommend the purchase of the Walter 
avenue lot of 16,632 feet, and the construction thereon of a 
wooden building with two school rooms, and the enlarge- 
ment of the Boylston school building by the addition of two 
school rooms. For this purpose, and for furnishing the new 
school rooms, an appropriation of twenty-two thousand dol- 
lars will be needed. : 

There is no assurance that other large expenditures for 
school buildings can be long delayed. The growth of the 
town foreshadows the demand in other localities. The pres- 
ent High school building has long been unsatisfactory, and 
should be much improved or replaced by a new building. 
These facts should suggest careful economy in all that 1s 
done, but must not deter the town from any reasonable 
expenditure necessary to make its schools all that a commu- 
nity of homes may properly demand.

The Trustees herewith submit their twenty-sixth annual 
report, together with those of the librarian and the treasurer 
of the board. 

The treasurer’s report shows that the Gardner Fund and 
the Hall Fund are in sound condition, and that the income 
has beer regularly paid in. | 

The report of the librarian gives, as heretofore, a detailed 
account of the year’s work, and a statement of the present 
condition of the library. 


The present number of volumes in the library is 27,089. 
The number added during the past year is 957. 

‘The number lost during the year is 2. | 

The average daily circulation has been 148. 

The total circulation has been 48,852. 


The continued growth constantly demands additional extent 
of shelving. Improvements in the librarian’s room for m- 
creased accommodation of books of reference, and for works 
of exceptional value, have proved of advantage in rendering 
some attempts at classification possible, and have also added 
materially to the comeliness of the room itself. 

The hard-pine floor of the large book-hall, having in con- 
sequence of shrinkage and splintering, reached an uncom- 
fortable, unsightly, and more or less dangerous condition, the 
Trustees decided that the time had fully come for'a good hard- 
wood floor to be laid down in its place. This has accordingly - 
been done in oak, in a most workmanlike manner, and the 
new floor has the unqualified approval of all connected with 
the hbrary, and is much admired by visitors. 
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Among other gifts which have been received, is the large 
government map of the United States, for which the library 
is indebted to Hon. John W. Candler. This fine map is 
twelve feet in length, by eight feet in width, and will be of 
interest to those who care to study the enormous growth of 
the country. Owing to its great size, no wall space could 
be found for it in the lower halls, and it has accordingly 
been hung in the board room, where it can at any time be 
examined by making application at the delivery counter. 

Among the more important works added to the library 
during the year, from the income of the Gardner and Hall 
Funds are the following : 


Baroness Bloomfield’s Reminiscences of court and diplo- 
matic life, Dictionary of needle-work, Sir. G. W. Cox’s 
Mythology of Aryan nations, Grace’s Landscape painting in 
oil, Leitch and Callow’s Easy studies in water color painting, 
Reiss and Steubel’s Necropolis of Ancon in Peru, Stuart’s 
Funeral tent of an Egyptian queen, Winsor’s Memorial his- 
tory of Boston, Lacroix’s X VIIme Siécle, Foster’s Peerage, 
baronetage, and knightage of the British empire, Freeman’s 
Reign of William Rufus, Geikie’s Text-book of geology, 
Green’s Making of England, Jesse’s George Selwyn and his 
contemporaries, Rawlinson’s History of ancient Egypt, An- 
tique views of the town of Boston, and Ashton’s Social life 
in the reign of Queen Anne. 


The Trustees have given much consideration, during the 
year, to the vexed question of indiscriminate circulation of 
works of fiction among the young people of this town. With- 
out reporting any definite action, as yet, in a matter, the 
importance of which cannot be overestimated, the Trustees 
wish it to be understood that they will always gladly coope- 
‘ate with parents and guardians in the endeavor to place a 
suitable class of literature in the hands of the young. The 
careful advice, however, and restraining hands of parents 
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will ever be more influential in guiding the reading of minors, 
than will any regulation that is within the power of the Trus- 
tees to enforce. : 

The duties of all connected with the library have been 
most cheerfully and faithfully performed during the entire 
year, to the utmost satisfaction of the Trustees.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 





Brook ine, Feb. 1, 1883.

To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 

GENTLEMEN,—The customary records of another year of 
library work are herewith respectfully submitted in my 
eleventh annual report. 

Little can be said of the year ending January 31, 1883, 
which has not already been said of many of its predecessors. 
Its statistics vary somewhat, but the general experience and. 
results are substantially the same. Following, as it does, in 
the wake of a specially laborious year, its history seems par- 
ticularly devoid of items of interest, although it has been one 
in which the library has maintained its own in all essential 
points of condition and growth, while its circulation not only 
shows increase in numbers but perceptible improvement in 
character. It has been distinguished by greater demands 
upon the standard works, by more frequent consultation of 
books of reference, and by a more general tendency to utilize 
the library for purposes of study and investigation—all 
hopeful indications of the future possibilities of our insti- 
tution. | 

CONDITION. 

The library continues in the same generally excellent con- 
dition as last reported, without deterioration of any kind, save 
the ordinary wear and tear incident to the frequent use of 
books. Comparatively few have reached that dilapidated 
condition which demands withdrawal or re-binding, only 97 
volumes having been worn out and 269 others re-bound— a 
very fair showing in consideration of the length of time that 
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many of the books have been in service, and the very great 
strain to which a large proportion of them have been sub- 
jected by constant circulation. 

Very much might, however, be said on the necessity of 
greater care of library books, especially in regard to cleanli- 
ness; but I will simply call attention to the fact that 11,800 
book-covers had to be renewed last year, a number greatly in 
excess of anything ever reported, and largely owing to the 
untidy condition in which books are daily returned to us. 

Forty-seven volumes have been replaced out of the ninety- 
seven withdrawn, and the remainder, with few exceptions, 
will soon be restored. 

In numbers the library has reached an aggregate of 27,089 
volumes, and being thoroughly equipped with catalogues, 
school-lists, monthly bulletins, and all other working facili- 
ties needful for the development of this material, it is really 
equal to an immense amount of additional usefulness, if only 
its resources and capacity were fully called into action. 

( ACCESSIONS. 

For various reasons our accessions have not equalled in 
number those of last year, principally because the number of 
gifts has fallen below the general average, and also because 
the last half-year’s instalment of periodicals has not yet been 
bound, this item alone making a difference of nearly a hundred 
volumes. 

The purchases of the year outnumber those last reported, 
although considerable sums have been diverted from book- 
buying to meet sundry extra expenses, including the laying 
of a new floor in the book-hall, the new shelving for the 
accommodation of the reference library, and a new supply of 
covering paper,—in each case the outlay being warranted by 
necessity even at the possible sacrifice of a few hundred new 
books. 

The statistics of accessions are as follows :—698 vols. by 
purchase, 87 vols. by exchange of duplicates, 134 vols. by 
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gift, and 88 vols. by binding of magazines, amounting to a 
total gain of 957 volumes. The gift of 421 pamphlets and 
484 odd numbers of periodicals completing the list of additions. 


CIRCULATION. » 

The circulation for 307 library days has been 45,363 
volumes for home use, at an average of 148 per day, and 
3,489 volumes for reading and reference in the library, making 
a total count of 48,852 volumes called for and registered at 
the desk, or on the Trustees’ account. 

This delivery indicates an increase of 3,287 over last year, 
the demand being about equally divided between home and 
library use, the latter having the lead somewhat, owing partly 
to the fact that for the greater portion of the year we have 
been compelled to register every volume of pictorial papers 
in order to check the mischievous or malicious abuse to which 
these volumes are subjected — the only sure method being 
daily examination which brings prompt retribution upon 
every offender. 

The casual accompaniments of this circulation have been 
two books never returned—two books lost but replaced 
voluntarily by the losers—three others injured and rebound 
ut the expense of the borrowers—and about sixty cases of 
pencil-marking and mutilation detected and fined. 

Notices have been sent to 2,921 persons for books over- 
due, the proceeds amounting to $134.81. An additional sum 
of $16.00 has been collected for violations of the regulation 
against marking books, making the gross receipts from fines 
to be $154.81. 





GENERAL LIBRARY WORK. 

The work of the circulating department has been carried 
on with great industry and fidelity, and I gladly record my 
appreciation of the services which keep this work so well in 
hand. 
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Some important work has been accomplished in my special 
department in addition to regular duties, principally that of 
re-arranging the books of reference in the librarian’s room, 
und the necessary re-writing of the shelf-lists; the posting 
of a copy of the interleaved supplement with accessions from 
July 1881 to date; and the preparation of manuscript to 
all contri- 





serve as ‘‘copy” for the supplement of the future 
buting either to the present usefulness or future needs of 
the brary.

RHPORT 


OF THE 


PARK COMMISSIONERS. 





After the annual town meeting of last year, the board 
caused detailed surveys to be made of the property lying 
within the limits of the proposed Muddy River Parkway, 
and in some cases had the titles examined. 

Upon the completion of this work, the owners were invited 
to a conference, at which nearly all were present in person or 
by proxy, and their views as to the value of their property 
were obtained, as far as possible. 

It was then decided that, as many of these estates lay on 
both sides of the boundary-line, between the city and the 
town, it was both judicious and economical to defer taking or 
purchasing any land until the Boston Park Commissioners 
should be ready to take similar action—that is, when the city 
government makes the increased appropriation ($390,000) 
needed for the purpose. 

The board desires to call the attention of the town to the 
fact that in March, 1882, the treasurer was authorized to issue 
bonds to the amount of $40,000, to be called the ‘* Public 
Park Loan,” which were to run ten years from March 15th, 7 
1882. As nearly a year has already elapsed, and as it may 
be some months before the issue of any part of the bonds is 
required, it is suggested, as an economical measure, that it 
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would be well to extend the time of their payment, so that” 
they might mature in fifteen or twenty years, in which case 
the annual appropriation for the sinking fund would be 
smaller, and the bonds would probably bring a higher pre- 
mium. | 

The detailed statement of expenditures will be found in 
the Treasurer’s report. 

The board asks for an appropriation of one thousand 
dollars for current expenses for the ensuing year.

REPORTS OF THE AUDITORS. 


Being unable to agree with his co-Auditors, the undersigned submits 
a separate report. . 

For the year ending January 31, 1883, the writer has, in conjunction 
with his colleagues, examined the accounts of Moses Withington, 
Treasurer of the Town of Brookline, of the Warren Tree Fund and of 
the Walnut Hills Cemetery Fund, and finds the same correctly cast, 
and with proper warrants, except as hereinafter noted; also, so far as 
possible, he has examined into the receipts accruing to the town and 
finds the same correctly entered; he has also examined the accounts 
of C. D. Lincoln, Water Registrar, and finds the same with proper 
vouchers of payment. 

It sometimes happens that a public officer, in order to properly fulfil 
his duties as such, is compelled to do or call attention to things, or acts, 
which may be disagreeable personally both to himself and others, and 
such is the position the writer now finds himself placed in. 

It has been impossible this year for the Auditors, as a board, to per- 
form, theoretically, (however well it may have been done practically) 
good and satisfactory work, for the reason that one of their number has 
‘simultaneously held two offices which should never be joined in the 
same person. As Selectman he looks over the bills, approves them and 
signs the warrants for their payment, and then as Auditor he passes 
upon and youches for the correctness of his own work; the old saying, 
that a man should not be a judge in his own case, applies to auditing 
as well as law, and the writer is sorry to say that it seems to him there- 
fore that (so far as the town is concerned) the Auditors make their 
report under a cloud; and he respectfully suggests that however well 
this method may have worked thus far, it is neither prudent nor proper 
to try again the plan of allowing anybody to hold at the same time the 
two offices of Selectman and Auditor, because the proper discharge of 
the duties of both offices by one person simultaneously is impossible. 

Bills numbered 78, 293, 338, 457,488, 687, 795, 899, 1141, 1142 and 
1266, aggregating $878.84, were for grain, hay, etc., furnished to 
the Fire Department by a firm, a member of which is one of the Select- 
men. Now this department is practically under the control. of the 
Selectmen, they appointing the Engineers and the latter buying the 
department, supplies (of this character at least), and while these bills 
may not come under the letter of Art. 4, Sect. 9, of our By-Laws, yet it

seems to the writer they violate its spirit, which, as he comprehends, is 
based on the general principle that the servants of the public should not 
even appear to advance their private interests at the public expense, or 
by means of their official influence, and although they may do work just 
as well and cheaply as a disinterested third party, still the rule is the 
same, and the mere fact that aman holds an official position of this 
nature should debar him from anything of this kind. 

Last autumn the Overseers of the Poor accepted the bid of and 
awarded the contract for building the new almshouse to Mr. W. A. 
Goodwin, and Mr. Goodwin sub-let the contract, for at least a portion of 
the masonry, to Mr. Horace James, one of said Overseers. In the latter 
part of November the writer was informed of the above facts by one of 
the Selectmen, and immediately told his colleagues it was an entirely 
improper thing to allow, and a short time after, in a conversation with 
the chairmen of the Selectmen, expressed very plainly his views of the 
impropriety of such proceedings, and said he hoped the board would 
enforce the By-Law applicable to such cases, and a few days later wrote 
and sent the following letter :—

Chairman Board of Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor of Town of Brookline. 

DEAR Sir,—The Board of Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor, have, — 
Tam informed, accepted the bid of and given the contract for building 
the Town Almshouse to Mr. Willard A. Goodwin, and Mr. Goodwin has 
sub-let the contract for at least a portion of the masonry to Mr. Horace 
James, one of said Board and Overseers. 

Art. 4, Sect. 9, of our Town By-Laws, provides that ‘‘no member of 
the Board of Selectmen * * authorized to make any contract or agree- 
ment in behalf of the town for labor, materials, * * * furnished to the 
town, * * shall be interested in a private capacity, either directly or 
indirectly in such contract.” * * 

If my information is correct it seems to me that Mr. James’s conduct 
is a direct violation of the spirit and letter of this By-Law, and I respect- 
fully inquire whether I am correct as to the facts, and if so, what cogniz- 
ance, if any, the Board and Overseers: propose to take of the matter.

The letter was laid before the Selectmen, and, though it provoked 
some discussion; no action was taken, and the whole matter was in a 
manner laid on the table. Subsequently the chairman of the board 
orally informed the writer as an answer to his letter queries about the facts 
of the case, that they were substantially as stated above. ‘The first pay- 
ment on account of the construction of the almshouse, made on Noy. 18th 
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last, was for $800. The bill (No. 1,035) was approyed by Mr. Coolidge, 
and the warrant for payment (No. 1,180) was signed by Messrs. Cool- 
idge, Lyford and James. 

_ This case is clearly an open violation of our By-Law. For several years 
past the Auditors have in vain called attention to matters similar to this, 
and the facts are now laid before the town for its action. Unless the law 
is to be enforced it should be rescinded, and the undersigned therefore 
respectfully recommends the town to consider whether Section 9, Arti- 
cle 4, of the Town By-Laws, should not be repealed, on the ground that 
it is obsolete and cannot be enforced. To secure consideration of the 
subject an article has been inserted in the warrant for the annual 
meeting. . 

In making the foregoing statements the writer expressly disclaims any 
imputation whatsoever of improper motives or gain; he simply wishes to 
call attention in a forcible manner to what he considers should be avoided 
in the future, as leading in an undesirable direction. 

On July 1, 1882, the town, in anticipation of taxes, borrowed on its 
note (No. 882, warrant) from the Commissioners of the Town Sinking 
Fund the sum of $6,500, In other words, the town borrowed of itself 
the money which it had put aside and appropriated to pay its debts. 
The statute law seems to be explicit on this point. Pub. Stat. chap. 29, 
sect. 11, is as follows: ‘‘The Commissioners shal] receive all sums * * 
and shall invest and re-invest the same * * in the particular scrip, notes 
or bonds, for the redemption of which such sinking fund was established, 
or in other bonds of such city or town secured by sinking: funds, or in 
thé securities by which by law the funds of savings banks may be in- 
vested (except personal securities), but no portion of the same shall be 
loaned to the city or town except as herein provided.” (The Savings 
Bank law referred to, allows only mortgages and certain kinds of bonds 
and personal notes secured by the same. Pub. Stat. chap. 116; Stat. 
1882, chap. 224, 231.) This statute is simply a re-enactment of Stat. 
1875, chap. 209, which was a general law approved (May 14) before the 
town accepted (May 25) its special act, 1875, chap. 134, and therefore it 
seems to the writer that the general law does and should govern the 
management of our sinking fund; and, asif recognizing this fact, our 
Commissioners have already acted under the general law (7.e. in stamp- 
ing as not negotiable the bonds of the town held by them). 

Eyen on general principles, exclusive of the statute, such borrowing 
of or loans from the sinking fund seem improper, and something which 
. should never under any circumstances be allowed again to oceur; for if 
the town has the right at the pleasure of the Commissioners to borrow 
from the sinking fund $6,500, it has, at the Commissioners’ pleasure, an 
equal right to borrow in the same way, any part, or the whole of the 
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negotiable portion of said fund. Carried thus to its utmost limit the loan 
is manifestly improper. | 

In this connection it is well to notice the fact that our sinking fund 
now contains two notes similar to that referred to. The two aggregate 
$19,200, dated August 7th and 19th, 1874, respectively, and due in 1889 ; 
they were given and are payable to the Commissioners of the Sinking 
_Fund for money loaned the town from the fund. Also, that the loan of 
last July was made inadvertently and has since been repaid. We rely 
upon our sinking fund to pay our debts; and yet, suppose for an instant 
(for the sake of illustration) such loans to be current to any considerable 
amount, followed by financial, municipal embarrassment; we should 
then find in the sinking fund as assets for the payment of maturing 
bonds, a lot of our own depreciated or worthless -notes, the outgrowth 
of an improper system of loans, which might all be traced to an appar- 
ently insignificant beginning like the present. 

This matter is stated at considerable length because the writer regards 
it as one of great importance, and as such respectfully commends it to 
the special attention of the town. He recommends that the Treasurer 
be required to keep in a separate book or books, in a manner to be directed 
by the Auditors, full and complete lists of all assessments of every kind, 
and all abatements thereof, laid or levied by the Selectmen, and to this 
effect the Selectmen be requested to transmit to the Treasurer and Col- 
lector full and complete lists or copies of the same or so much thereof as 
may be necessary. 

The bills of the Fire Department, the payment for the masonry of the 
almshouse, and the loan from the sinking fund aforesaid, are expressly 
excepted from any approval in the Treasurer's accounts, and the writer 
feels bound to state that his official power is so vaguely defined that this 
formal disapproval is the only obstacle to payment which he can inter- 
pose; and he expressly desires the opinion of the town upon the Eh istiah 


of the validity of these payments.

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REPORT OF WILLIAM D. COOLIDGE, AUDITOR. 


As a member of the Board of Auditors for the past four years, I under- 
stand the official duties of that board to be: To examine the accounts 
of all officers of the town having charge of the receipt and expenditure 
of money, and report to the town the condition in which said accounts 
are found. ‘This I understand to be the extent of the duties of the Board 
of Auditors, and that in no way are the Auditors expected to present 
official criticisms on the actions of the Selectmen or other officers, or to 
comment on town matters in general. 

This opinion, however, is not shared by one of the members of the 
present board, Mr. Fred. C. Bowditch, who has seen fit to make a report 
containing such official criticisms, and in consequence of which I feel 
compelled to present an individual report. 

All the accounts kept and all the vouchers held by Moses Withington, 
Esq., as Treasurer of the Town of Brookline, for the year ending 
February 1, 1883, have been officially examined and audited by the 
Board of Auditors, and everything has been found to be correct; all the 
accounts have been correctly cast and proper warrants have been 
exhibited for all expenditures. 

With this report, ends, in my opinion, the official action of the Board 
* of Auditors, but Mr. Bowditch has seen fit to make as the subject of his 
report, matters which he intimates have come to his knowledge as an 
Auditor, which he has made the basis of personal comment on members 
of the Board of Selectmen, and of official criticism of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund. 

It is charged by Mr. Bowditch that Art. 4, Sect. 9, of the By-Laws of 
the town, has been violated by Mr. Horace James in letter and in 
spirit, and in spirit by myself. As members of the Board of Selectmen, 
Iam charged with violating the By-Law because I have furnished grain 
to the Fire Department, and Mr. James has been attacked because he 
has done masonry work on the Town Almshouse. 

Mr. Bowditch’s report, which is as explicit as an indictment, leaves 
me only to admit or deny his deductions; and, that the positions of Mr. 
James and myself may be clearly defined, I submit the facts, believing 
the deductions of Mr. Bowditch to be unwarranted and uncalled for. 

The Board of Engineers of the Fire Department has full and sole 
authority to purchase supplies for that department. It is not charged 
that they have failed to discharge their duties to the advantage of the 
town, but it is charged that during the’ past year they have bought of the 
firm of Coolidge & Bro., (of which Iam a member,) a certain quantity 
of grain for the use of the town; and this, says Mr. Bowditch, is violating 
’ the By-Law, because I am at the same time a member of the Board of 
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Selectmen. I deny the proposition. I personally have no authority to 
make any purchases of grain (see By-Law), and the grain was sold by 
said firm to an authorized purchasing agent of the town, subject to the 
same terms and conditions as similar goods sold other purchasers. Bills 
rendered for this grain, in the same way as those-of other dealers 
furnishing grain to the Fire Department, have been approved by the 
Board of Engneers, warrants or orders for the same drawn by the Select- 
men, and finally audited by Mr. Bowditch, and yet no complaint has 
been made in regard to the quality or price of material furnished. 
Practically, then, as Mr. Bowditch admits, no damage has come to the 
town. . 

Further, I deny that the spirit of the By-Law theoretically prevents the 
sale of goods, or the furnishing of materials and labor, by any dealer 
or contractor, even if such dealer or contractor should hold a town office, 
provided such office gives no authority whereby the officer is in any way 
a purchasing agent of the town. 

Suppose Mr. Bowditch should continue as Auditor, under the By-Law, 
an ‘‘oflicer appointed by the legal voters of the town.” Would the By- 
Law be broken in letter and spirit if the town should refer, for a legal 
opinion, to the law office of the Bowditchs? Clearly, although the By- 
Law does not contemplate any such thing, still the case would be covered 
by the letter of the same. 

In defence of Mr. James, nothing need be said by me except matters 
of fact, viz. 

The town Moe a contract with Mr. W. A. Goodwin, carpenter, for the 
building of the Town Almshouse, he being the lowest bidder. Mr. Good- 
win took the contract for the whole building, and afterwards sub- 
let the masonry work to the lowest bidder, Mr. James. This was an 
independent trade-contract between Mr. Goodwin and Mr. James, and 
the latter clearly could not be expected to forego his rights in the com- 
petition for a contract for masonry work offered by Mr. Goodwin, 
because at the time he happened to bea Selectman. I fail to see that Mr. 
James’s conduct, as charged by Mr. Bowditch, was a ‘ direct violation 
of the spirit and letter of the By-Law.” 

In view of these facts I cannot agree with Mr. Bowditch in the 
opinion that the By-Law should be repealed on the ground that it is 
obsolete and cannot be enforced. 

As a citizen and Auditor [ have failed to find any such moral ‘turpi- 
tude or disregard of duty on the part of town officers in regard to this 
By-Law, as would lead me to take’any such sti and as has been taken by 
Mr. Bowditch. 

In regard to my holding the offices of Selectman and Auditor, to hice 
Mr. Bowditch refers, I ie e only to say that it was the pleasure of the 
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voters of the town that I should so serve them, and is a question which 
in no way comes within the limits of an Auditor’s report. 

The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund can without doubt answer 
the criticisms of Mr. Bowditch, to the satisfaction of everybody except 
himself, without any of my assistance. 

If any apology is necessary for the length of this report, I trust it will 
be found in the personal character of the report made by my co-Auditor. 

In closing I would say, as Auditor, that I have served the town to the 
best of my ability, and am not a candidate for re-election.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 





The Assessors having completed their duties, respectfully present 
their annual report. 

At the time when our annual town meeting was held, the law of 
the last Legislature, respecting the assessment of mortgaged property, 
threatened to embarass the work of the Assessors so seriously as to ren- 
der necessary a provision for an additional clerk, which was accord- 
ingly made, with an appropriation for his pay of $500. Fortunately 
the Legislature yielded to the representations of the Assessors and 
altered the law of the preceding year so far as to make it practicable by 
our present force, and the extra appropriation has been saved to the town. 

It is a very gratifying evidence of the prosperity of our town that 

the personal estate, notwithstanding the heavy loss by the exemption of 
mortgages from taxation, still shows an inerease over last year of 
$553,500. The real estate also has increased $550,000. It may be well 
to state here that the large part of the personal property of the town, 
which consists of corporation stocks, is taxed by the State, and does not 
appear in our accounts. The amount thus collected by the State, and 
paid over to Brookline in 1882, was $67,299.95, representing $6,629,995, 
which should be counted in the estimate of the taxable property of the 
town, and shows it to be $31,472,795. 
The unequalled attractions which Brookline presents as a place of 
residence are having their natural effect, and justify the expectation of 
a large increase of taxable estate in the coming year. Should the pro- 
jected park improvements be carried out we may expect to see the real 
estate of Brookline appreciate to a valuation equal to that of other towns 
similarly situated in regard to Boston, and our rate of taxation — 
wready quite moderate, in view of the unequalled privileges it repre- 
sents— gradually reduced to a point at which it shall be lightly and 
contentedly borne. 

Herewith is presented a condensed. statement of the taxes of the 
town, with a table of aggregates of expenditure, debt, valuation and 
rate, up to this present time.
